Senate Clerk Sentenced 


Eugene F. White, chief clerk of 


the state house of representatives 
and a Chester ward leader, was 
sentenced to a year and a day and

Judge George A. Welsh had an- 


nounced Thursday that anyone con- 
victed would be sent to jail im- 
mediately. He said bail would be 
granted under no circumstances. 


Immediately after the verdict was 


announced counsel for McClure and 
the others conferred with the court 
regarding imposition of sentence 
motions for a new trial and a prob- j 
able appeal to the federal circuit 
court. 


The government charged that the 


protection organization levied trib- 
ute on law violators through Dela- 
ware county and paid officers to en- 
force its mandates.

Attempting To Save Franc 


H»ri«, Nov. 24 (AP)—Suddenly 


overthrown In a sUrprfte vote after 
mounting to temporary victory In a 
test of confidence, the government 
at'-'. Albert 
Sarr&ut 
succumbed 


Thursday night, stiU battling for a 
sound franc and a balanced bud- 
get. 


After four weeks of. life the Sar- 


raut government was defeated on 
a minor amendment to its financial 
program.. The chamber of depu- 
ties voted 321 to 247 against the 
Premier. A previous vital test vote 
had given M. Sarrtiut a majority of 
89. 


The center majority group in the 


chamber, which earlied had rallied 
to save the life of the cabinet, de- 
serted when the premier, after an 
impassioned burst of oratory, show- 
el weakness by conceding a change 
which previously he had refused. 


Although admitting defeat was 


imminent, the usually mild-man- 
nered premier fought his own bat- 


tle on the floor ef the chamber in 
a passionate appeal to "save the 
franc from financial hemorrhage." 


"This is the 23d of November and 


the budget is not even started," M. 
Sarraut pleaded. 
"The financial 


hemorrhage continues. 
Bonds are 


going down. 
Treasury bonds are 


not renewed," 


His was the third cabinet 
in 


succession to fall 
attempting 
to 


save the imperiled Franch 
franc. 


The Sarraut ministry, whose down- 
fall was forecast even before be- 
ginning its work, immediately drew 
up a formal resignation which will 
be presented to President Lebrun 
shortly. 


After the vote of nonconfidence, 


the ministers filed out of the cham- 
ber and proceeded to the business 
of drafting the resignation. 


Anxious to learn the fate of the 


government, President «Lebrun re- 
mained awake, refusing to go to 
bed when the earlier vote of con- 
fidence seemed to assure its safety.

This fall, when I returned to my office, after a summer of quiet and 


l>eace. I came back to many problems that became a test for all the cour- 
age of the years that have fled. But I looked about my office, and books 
siared me in the face from every angle. I said to myself that here were 
my friends—my silent inspirers—and that should I lose all, I would still 
be rich. 


I believe that great books have done more to keep the equilibrium of 


people during these times of stress and questioning than any other thing. 
For years it has been a habit, on my own part, to use the last few min- 
utes before retiring in reading briefly from some beloved book. I find that 
it rests and eases my mind and puts a train of thought in my brain that 
clears all the many problems and vexations of the day. 


After reading a great book its influence upon the mind and per- 


sonality is very great. During the trying days of the Civil War, President 
Lincoln read Artemus Ward to ease his mind, and Woodrow Wilson took 
delight in detective stories. William Dean Howells once wrote me that 
he kept a volume of Walt Mason's rhymes besied his bed to read just be- 
fore he took to sleep. 


I have a little group of small books that are like a golden circle of 


friends. I keep them upon the stand near where I write daily. A little 
book by Dr. Osier called "A Way of Life," Gissing's "Private Papers of 
Henry Ryecroft," Steven's "R. L. S.," Michael Fairless's "The Road- 
mender," W. El Hudson's "Far Away and Long Ago," and lately a new- 
book by William Lyon Phelps—"What I Like," just to name a few fa- 
vorites. 


After all, friends count heaviest in this life—and through books thou- 


sands of choice minds may be gathered to us and made into perpetual 
friends. 


Our attitude of mind has more to do with keeping our equilibrium 


than anything else, and what can contribute more to this attitude than 
a few choice books and a few choice friends?

LIQUOR BILLS 
ARE DELAYED 


Senate Recommits Measures 
To House; Many Amend­ 
ments Inserted. 


Harrisburg, Nov. 24—Meeting ilia 
brief, perfunctory session with only 
thirteen members present, the sen­ 
ate Thursday delayed action on 3 
of Governor Pinchot’s liquor bills, 
advanced a measure setting up a 
milk control board and then ad­ 
journed for the week. 
Bills to regulate sale of liquor 
after repeal and to set up a system 
of state stores, create a three man 
liquor control board, continue a tax 
of $124 a barrel on all malt bev­ 
erages, were recommitted for fur­ 
ther study. 
It is possible hearings 
may 
be 
held next week on the state stores 
measure which was passed by 
the 
house Wednesday. 
A 
flood 
of 
amendments in the house changed 
many phases of the bills, among 
others, virtually lifting: restrictions 
on clubs. Senators said the because 
of these hurried

contains many minor defects which 
must be corrected. 
The recommitals will delay ac­ 
tion on the bills one legislative day. 
They will be up for second read­ 
ing Monday night and if approved, 
then 
tile 
final passage Tuesday.

prohibition dies on December 5.
